WILSON BEGINS WORK 
ON REPLY TO AUSTRIA 


President Convinced Aus- 
tria Is Nearly Out of War 
and Really Desires Peace. 
House Making Reports on 
Allied Conference at Paris. 


Austria Will Request 
Italy to Grant Peace 


London, October 30.—Count An- 
drassy, the Austro-Hungarian for- 
eign minister, has resolved to ini- 
tiate direct peace negotiations with 
Italy, “Austria’s sole antagonist,” 
according to a Vienna telegram re- 
ceived in Copenhagen and trans- 
mitted by the Central News agency. 


Washington, October 30.—The general 
opinion among officials and diplomats 
here is that the German proposal for 
ati armistice and peace, while having 
its origin in a plan to gain time for 
strengthening the army and restoring 
its shattered morale, has now gotten be- 
yond the control of the military party 
and that the German people are the 
force which is driving the Germans 
government to make for the ending 
of the war. 

Another note from tha German gov- 
ernment explanatory of the changes 
that have been made or are projected 
in the German constitution and form 
of government was received today 
through the Swiss legation, but the 
state department did not make it pub- 
lic. This note was understood to be 
supplementary to the preceding Ger- 
man communication saying to the pres- 
ident that he must have knowledge of 
the efforts that have been made to 
democratize Germany. 

Wilson to Reply to Austria. 

President Wilson was at work today 
on his reply to Austria’s renewed plea 
for an armistice and peace, and it was 
expected that it would be dispatched 
before night, but later today it was 
said at the state department that there 
would be no announcement regarding 
the reply tonight. 

It was understood that in the note 
the president intended to touch upon 
the steps that Austria and Hungary 
have taken in the direction of releas- 
ing subject peoples from political 
bondage, but that the Austrian govern- 
ment’s plea would be referred to the 
allied governments. The administra- 
tion was said to be well convinced now 
that Austria already is nearly out of 
the war and that her will for peace is 
simply tempered by a natural disposi- 
tion to get the best terms possible short 
of unconditional surrender. The report 
that Count Andrassy, the new Austrian 
premier, is about to sue directly to Italy 
for peace on the ground that Italy is 
Austria’s “sole antagonist,” is generally 
regarded as confirmatory of this under- 
standing of the hopeless situation in 
the dual empire. It was pointed out 
that since Italy solemnly engaged with 
the other entente powers not to make 
a separate peace, if Austria carries out 
this plan it naturally would be referred 
by Italy to the supreme war council. 

There was no official information 
here today as to the progress of the 
deliberations of the supreme war coun- 
cil and notice was taken of the reserved 
attitude of the council in issuing any 
statements to the public. The infer- 
ence is drawn that a definite policy has 
been agreed upon to withhold all infor- 
mation regarding the discussions before 
the council of the grave diplomatic 
questions which now engage its atten- 
tion in connection with the preparation 
of an armistice. 

House Making Long Reports. 

Colonel EB. M. House, who is in Paris 
as the special representative of the 
American government to the European 
governmént, has been making long re- 
ports : Washington, but it ‘is believed 
these do not relate to the proceedings 
of the war council, but rather embody 
the individual views he has gathered 
from many private conferences with 
the entente premiers, cabinet officers

London, October 30.—Suspicious Is 
the word which still summarizes the 
powers’ maneuvers. Some of the most 
important papers believe that Ger- 
many and Austria, or what remains 
of the Austrian government, are 
working together. They interpret 
Austria’s rush towards a separate 
peace as part of a plan—now that 
Austria military power is dissolving— 
to place Aystrian territory as neutral 
ground between Germany and the al- 
lied armies, which may soon be able 
and ready to march through Austria. 

Turkey’s position is not yet clear. 
The committee of union and progress 
apparently is still in the saddle at 
Constantinople. The fact that Djavid 
Pasha, minister of finance, is perhaps 
the most influential man in the 
cabinet seems to show that Talaat 
Pasha, the former grand vizier, is still 
strong behind the scenes and that the 
young Turke and Gérmany yet hold 
the power. 

The one and greatest hope of the 
old guard in Germany, judging from 
the German papers, appears to be to 
drive a wedge between President Wil-

GIRL KILLS HERSELF 
WHEN BOYS STONE 
HER JEWISH FLAG

serves guarded house tops and fire 
escapes in Harlem today to prevent 
any outbreak of violence among thou- 
sands of persons watching the funeral 
cortege of 13-year-old Sadie Dellon, 
who killed herself Saturday because 
boys had stoned a small Jewish flag 
which she displayed in honor of her 
brother serving with the American 
expeditionary forces. 

The trouble which led to the girl’s 
suicide started with the display of 
flags in the block between Broadway 
and Amsterdam avenue, on 125th street, 
as a tribute to the men who had en- 
listed from that neighborhood. Resi- 
dents of the block are said to have 
taken exception to the exhibition of 
Sadie’s little flag from a fire escape 
on the ground ‘that it was placed 
higher than the Stars and Stripes. 
After it had been stoned and jeered 
and the girl herself had been struck 
by boys in the street, it is said, the 
flag was taken down. The girl barri- 
caded herself in her father’s store and 
drank poison. When patrolmen broke 
into the shop she was found dead and 
beside her body lay a note reading: 

“I cannot see my flag insulted. Good- 
bye all.” 


PNEUMONIA FATAL 
TO A. PAUL KEITH, 
THEATER MANAGER 


* New York, October 30.—A. Paul Keith, 
who has been head of the Keith theatri- 
cal interests since the death of his fa- 
ther, B. F. Keith, died of pneumonia 
here tonight. 

Mr. Keith, whose home was in Bos- 
ton, was stricken with influenza here 
last Friday and died at the home of E. 
M. Robinson, a business associate. 

Mr. Keith was born in New York in 
1875 and was graduated from Harvard 
in 1896. He was president of the Bos- 
ton Athletic association and a member 
of the Harvard club in New York. He 
was unmarried. 

Mr. Keith was at the head of the 
B. F. Keith company, with 100 theaters 
throughout the country and the United 
Booking office. 

He went to France about a year 
ago to superintend the work of fur- 
nishing theatrical entertainment for 
soldiers and remained there six months. 
Upon his return he dévoted much of 
his time to this work and the Libert 
Loan campaign.

German People 
Shall Be Freest 


Promises Kaiser 


Emperor Made Pledge That 
Germans Are to Have Ut- 
most Liberty in Address- 
ing New State Secretary. 


Amsterdam, October 30.—The “Ger- 
man people shall be the freest people 
in the world.” : 

This declaration was made by Em- 
peror William in addressing the new 
state secretary October 21, according 
to a Berlin dispatch printed in The 
Rheinische Westfaelische Zeitung of 
Essen. 

Commenting om the present political 
situation in Germany, The Frankfort 
Zeitung says: 

“In broad circles of the German peo- 
ple it is made quite clear the people 
would have been thankful if, in the 
radical change in the home and foreign 
policy now begun, Emperor William 
had drawn personal consequences from 
those changes, especially for his own 
sake.” 

The newspaper considers Emperor 
William’s strong religious nature is a 
guarantee of his good intentions in 
Germany’s past policy, and it acquits 
him of having planned the great war, 
but it adds that he had made himself 
“a symbol of the old regime.”

AIR REPORT OF HUGHES 
GOES TO WILSON TODAY 


Washington, October 30.—Govern- 
ment plans for turning out quantities 
of airplanes and results achieved 
through co-operation of manufacturers 
are generally commended in the report 
of Charles FE. Hughes on the aircraft 
investigation, to be sent to President 
Wilson tomorrow by Attorney General 
Gregory and made public then. A num- 
ber of specific acts and plans involved 
in the big task of preparing the nation 
for warfare in the air are declared sub- 
ject to criticism, but in the light of 
later developments, some of these are 
held to be excusable. 

Officials who have been in touch 
with the investigation emphasized to- 
day that this is not to be interpreted 
as meaning that blanket approval of 
the way in which the program has been 
carried out is given. On the other 
hand, they said, plenty of evidence of 
inefficiency in manufacturing plants 
and waste money and time is presented, 
indicating that the execution of the 
government’s plans might have been 
much better on the part of both govern- 
ment agencies and contractors for air- 


Although President Wilson has not 
yet seen the report, he has been told 
the substance of its findings. 

Attorney General Gregory devoted 
most of his time today and this evening 
to perusal of Mr. Hughes’ report and to’ 
preparing a letter of transmittal in 
which he is expected to offer his indi- 
vidual comment on the findings. His 
attitude is understood not to be radi- 
cally different from that of Mr. Hughes, 
however. 

The desirabiilty of speed in putting 
the finishing touches on the voluminous 


document was said to have been urged 
on Mr. Gregory today by Postmaster 


ty. After their visit to the department 
of justice, it was said the report.would 
be sent to the white house early in the 
morning and probably would be made 
public before noon. 


MONTENEGRIN RISE. 
AGAINST AUSTRIANS 


Amsterdam, October 30.—Advices re- | 
ceived by the Dutch newspapers from 
Cettinje, Montenegro, by way of WVi- 
enna, say the insurgents rising in Mon- 
tenegro is spreading. Armed bands 
have occupied Niksic, Berano and Re- 
jevica and the Austro-Hungarians are 
evacuating the entire country hastily. 


Scutari and Rieka, according to the 
dispatches, already are in the power 
of the insurgents and all communal ad- 
ministrators favorably inclined toward 
the Austrians are being slaughtered. 


BRITONS STEELED 
AGAINST GERMANS 


Because of Barbarous Treat- 
ment of British Prisoners. 
Release of Prisoners Part 
of Armistice Terms—Wil- 


son’s “Freedom of Seas” 


Puzzles. 


London, October 30.—That the imme- 
diate release of all British prisoners will 
be insisted upon by the government as 
part of the armistice terms, is confi- 
dently expected here. Sir George Cave, 
the home secretary, announced in the 
house of commons yesterday that the 
same conditions imposed on Bulgaria in 
this matter would be insisted upon in 
any truce with Germany or Austria, and 
General Allenby had been instructed to 
follow the same poilcy in dealing with 
the Turks, 

There is plenty of evidence that Brit- 
ish prisoners have received worse treat- 
ment throughout the war than the 
others, except the Russians. 

Such a demand will be a very impor- 
tant factor, and it is not likely that 
the other allies will show less regard 
for their nationals who are suffering 
in German camps. Events since the 
German peace overtures were launched 
have not tended to instill any gpigit of 
conciliation, forgiveness or leniency .to- 
ward the enemy in British vreasts. 

Flood of Barbarity Stories,

For Army Officers 


All Commissioned Officers 
Below Rank of Major to 
See Foreign Service Ac- 
cording to Length of Serv- 
ice. | 


Beginning early in Novembe?, a roster 
of all officers below the rank of major 
in the replacement infantry training 
school at Camp Gordon will be prepared 
in the office of the camp adjutant, and 
from that time on military officials 
will be careful to see that the officers 
longest commissioned in service and 
not having had service abroad will be 
the first chosen to go overseas when 
the demand for their services arises 

This fact was officially announced at 
Camp Gordon Wednesday afternoon, 
following the receipt of a war depart- 
ment order to this effect. A camp mem- 
orandum, reiterating with emphasis this 
policy of the war department, has been 
issued at Camp Gordon. ' 

Applies to All. 

The order regarding the choosing of 
officers for overseas duty, Camp Gor- 
don officials explain, applies to all of- 
ficers, irrespective of rank. This step is 
taken by the war department with a 
primary viewof keeping officers who 
are fit and capable for overseas service 
from stagnating and losing their enthue- 
siasm and efficiency in camps on this 
side, when they have been in the serv- 
ice long enough to make good in every 
detail in France and are entitled to go.

Germans Torture British Prisoners. 


Sir Geoge Cave, the home secretary 
Bave authentic details of wholesale 
deaths of British prisoners, kept rag- 
ged, starving and verminous and com- 
pelled to work long hours in salt 
mines and-under fire at .ne front, con- 
trary to the rules of The Hague con- 
vention, beaten and tortured and shot 
for petty or no offenses. 

These things were going on today, 
and the evidence the government had 
obtained from lately returned prison- 
ers was very much on the same lines 
as previously. Working parties of 
British prisoners were beaten, tortured 
and made to work when they were ill. 
Everything was done to break their 
spirit, but, Sir George added, the 
enemy had failed in most cases. 

Sir George believed that if any armi- 
stice with either Germany or Austria- 
Hungary were reached the government 
would take steps to see that one of the 
primary conditions would be that all 
prisoners of war in enemy ocoountries 
would be immediately and uncondi- 
tionally released. He added: 

‘It will do no good to talk to the 
people who do these things. We have 
got to take them by the neck and the 
throat if we can, and punish them so 
that it will be an example for genera- 
tions to come.” 

Character of Atrocities Unspeakable. 

The speaker said that he held reports 
which could not be read to the house 
because of the character of the atroci- 
ties. In one camp since November, 
1916, more than 2,000 prisoners of all 
nations had died. 

Sir George said nine men purposely 
drove picks into their feet in order 
to get away from a mining camp. In 
a salt mine a prisoner was beaten un- 
conscious and when he regained’ his 
senses he was beaten unconscious 
again. The names of the officers and 
superintendents who carried out the 
outrages against the prisoners were 
known. Reports of what had hap- 
pened in factories, the speaker contin- 
ued, could not be read without some- 
thing more than anger. 

Regarding the treatment of British 
pirsoners behind the firing line, Sir 
George said it was as bad as anything 
that could be found. Although Gen- 
eral Ludendorff had promised redress, 
his promise had not been fulfilled. Men 
were being marched up and put to 
work within range of the British shell- 
fire. They had to carry munitions of 
war and do other work which prison- 
ers should not be-put to. It was nec- 
essary for these facts to be made 
known, the speaker declared. Germa- 
ny had a debt to pay and Germany 


‘ought to be made to pay it. 


Sir George said that in the bad treat- 
ment of prisoners Turkey had proved 
herself a fit ally to Germany. Bulga- 
ria also had treated her prisoners very 
badly, but happily the suffering of the 
captives there was over and the men 
were being brought out of the country.

The Gordon memorandum, issued in 
connection with this policy of the war 
department to even up things in regard 
to awarding overseas assignments, 
makes it known that no officer is to 
visit the camp adjutant’s office and 
make inquiries as to his place in roll. 
Each must wait his turn, the memo- 
randum adds. 

The announcement of the fact that 
seniority in service is henceforth to 
govern the choosing of officars for over- 
seas will be of nation-wide interest 
among officers, their families, relatives 
and friends. It will be of the greatest 
interest to those in olive drab who 
have held positions at home for many 
months, hoping for the chance to leave 
for active service in the trenches. 


GERMAN OFFICERS 
ORDERED TROOPS 
TO POISON WELLS 


Washington, October 30,—Documents 
quoting orders issued by German com- 
manders for the methodical destruction 
of property and for the poisoning of 
wells Guring the recent evacuation of 
Belgian and French territory have 
reached Washington. Among them is 
an order, taken from a prisoner, issued 
by the commander of the 108th Infantry 
brigade of the German army on Septem- 
ber 5, directing specifically that certain 
villages be destroyed by the rear guard. 

Designated units are assigned to the 
destruction of the villages named and 
in addition the order states “it is the 
duty of everyone to participate in these 
destructions,” which are to be carried 
cut “with more method and less haste.” 
The order, which is signed ‘‘Weck,” pre- 
sumably either the brigade commander 
or his chief of staff, says “it is recalled 
that wells are to be contaminated.”

At the request of Surgeon General 
Ireland, the American Red Cross has 
begun the work of recruiting 1,500 
nurses’ aids to be sent to France im- 
mediately to help care for the sick and 
wounded soldiers in our military ées- 
tablishments. Heretofore the army has 
not used nurses’ aids in hospitals, but 
the work done by these volunteer 
workers paring the pesooms epidemic 
of Spanish influenza has proven their 
worth. They have been serving in the 
French military hospitals for some 
time, and also rendering great service 
in the convalescent and children’s hos- 

in France maintained by the 


Red OBS. 

Applications for overseas service as 
| aids should be made at once to divi- 
sion headquarters, or information on 
this subject may be obtained at all 
Red Cross chapters. Women between 
the ages of 36 and 45, who have com- 
pleted Red Cross courses in elemen- 
ta hygiene and home care of the 
ps or who have had an equal amount 
of experience in the sick room are 
eligible for enrollment in this service 
for the duration of the war with a sal- 
ary allowance of $20 a month, plus 
maintenance, laundering of unfiforms 
and traveling expenses. 

Women with brothers in the service 
and married women with husbands not 
in the service and beyond the draft 
age will be accepted. There is a plan 
to permit mothers with sons in the 
service to serve in this capacity under 
consideration. Classes to provide in- 
struction for women desirous of serv- 
ing overseas in this capacity are now 
being organized by Red Cross chap- 
ters.

Returned So dier, 
Officially 
Reads Own Obituary 


“I died on the ~Obattilefields of 
France,” was the astounding statement 
made by George Welton, a khaki-clad, 
with a gold stripe on his arm, as he 
stood in the Union Station yesterday, 
and to substantiate his statement he 
took from his pocket a telegram from 


the war department to his mother an- | 
nouncing his death, and clippings from | 


the Illinois papers commenting on his 
death. 

Then he told the surprised crowd 
who had gathered about him how a 
German had struck him over the head 
with the butt of a rifle, rendering him 
senseless and apparently dead for a 
day and unconscious for two weeks. 

“It was on the Somme front,” Wel- 
ton said. “The Germans in the trenches 
before us had been so quiet during the 
day that we began to suspect their 
front trenches were deserted. So, our 
sergeant was ordered to take his thirty 
men out on a scouting expedition and 
investigate, 

Dangerous Job. 

“We knew it was a dangerous job. 
The order was issued at 2 o’clock in 
the morning, an hour before it was to 
be carried out, which ig very unusual, 
most orders being issued only a few 
minutes before action; but we knew 
that we were expected to leave mes- 
sages to be sent home in case we did 
not get back, so we took out our pen- 


cils and wrote a little note of farewell | 


to the folks at home and left them 
with our friends. 
Left Notes With Comrades. 

‘Tt was dark and rainy, and not a 
thing was coming from the German 
lines; but we were ordered to crawl 
the entire way. It is one thing to ‘go 
over the top’ and another to be sent 
out on such a trip as this. When you 
‘go over the top’ you go to fight, and

“We found the first hundred yards 
of trenches empty, but a little move- 
ment lower down told us that some 
squareheads were there; so the _ ser- 
geant ordered half of us to go down 
and attack from the lower side. If 
there were but a few squareheads, we 


had a chance: if the trenches were full. 


all-the way down—why, the little notes 
we left over in the home trenches 
would start toward America the next 
day. But there were but eighteen of 
them, and we captured them without 
the loss of a man. 

Went Too Far. 

“T wuess we were in too good spirits 
over the suceess, for when the Huns 
told us there were no more men in the 
next half a mile we believed them and 
marched right on down, thinking what 
a dandy report we would carry back to 
the Yanks. Well, a hundred yards 
farther and we were met by a solid 
trench full of Huns, and pretty soon 
we were in the last little tussle. A 
great big fellow picked me out and I 
saw him raise his rifle, and then I 
knew no more for two weeks. 

“They told me later how the Amer- 
ican boys jumped from their trenches 
without orders when they heard us do- 
ing our little bit over there among 
those thousand Germans, and came 
and, after a day’s battle routed the 


uns. 

“a Red Cross man found me early 
next morning, but he thought I was 
dead: so my name went on the casual- 
ty list. Late in the afternoon another 
Red Cross man saw me move, and djs- 
covering that I was alive, carried me 
to the hospital, where the doctors 
found that my skull was fractured. I 
became conscious two weeks Iater. 
When I arrived in America I found 
that my family and friends thought I 
was dead, and I feel so much like a 
resurrected man that I am almost 
tempted to claim a place among those 
who have died in the cause.”

How well the Americans conducted 
themselves and with what bravery they 
fought is told in Captain Foreman’s let- 
ter, which is dated Sunday, October 13, 
1918, and is written from “Hospital 
43.” 
What Captain Foreman Wrote. 


The letter says: 

“A whiff of gas, phosg 
tard, has put me on the rest list for a 
few weeks, and I am now back ina 
big base hospital doing bunk fatigue. 
I am able to walk, talk and go about 
as usual, and am even free of the 
dread mustard gas blisters. 

“Our last battle in gas, rain, cold and 
forests of darkness, was a long, wet, 
cold, miserable pull, without food or 
drink, and with the dead thick about us. 

“Our brigade attacked several morn- 
ings ago—lI have forgotten just when, 
in all the confusion. The first battal- 
ion went over the first morning. We 
were in the second battalion, and we 
leap-frogged and carried on the attack 
on the following morning. We were 
called out so suddenly—only an hour 
before dawn—that I cid not even see 
the regimental or batterlion commander. 
I picked up verbal orders from a lieu- 
tenant here and a captain there and 
hustled out the company. On the way 
from support to front lines a shell 
wounded six of my men on the road, 
and we pressed forward faster, trying 
to beat the sun, which if it caught up 
in the open would disclose us as con- 
spicuous targets. 

“On our way we. had to cross the 
Aire river. The cement bridge on the 
road had been exploded d a wooden 
pontoon, constructed by opr engineers, 
was the only dry path. he company 
ahead of us was filing<across the frail 
structure when a high explosive 
shell blew the wood work and some 
twenty men into flotsam on the wa- 
ter. The shells were flying with de- 
moralizing accuracy and one of my 
sersreants, leading Charlie Harrison’s 
o!|; platoon, was too great a loss for 
rie to look at without moving out in- 
st. :

DETERMINED SELLING 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, October 30.—Determined 
selling pressure was exerted against 
cotton today and a material decline 
ensued in the face of extremely heavy 
rains in the central and eastern portions 
of the belt and the threat of frost to- 
night in the western portion. The basis 
of the selling which, according to floor 
comment, was of the organized sort, 
appeared to be the theory that peace 
would bring a lower market. Around 
the opening prices were 15 to 18 points 
up on the weather map; from this there 
was a decline which continued until 
late in the session, amounting to 83 
to 89 points compared with yesterday’s 
close, at its lowest. Last prices were 
at net losses of 70 to 83 points. 

Rains of as much °“s six inches were 
reported in some sections of the belt 
and they came on top of the complaint 
in the weekly crop returns from the 
government that excessive rains already 
had caused damage to open cotton. The 
hard spot around the opening appeared 
‘to be hailed as a more favorable sell- 
ing basis by traders who were bear- 
ishly inclined.

There have been many games by Amer- 
icans in this country, but until Sep- 
tember 21, 1918, epochal date, no two 
British clubs had attempted competi- 
tion in America’s national sport. 

Coached for two weeks by athletic 
directors of the Y. M. C.-A., the K. of 
C. and several of the other organiza- 
tions which have joined in the United 
War Work campaign to raise $170,500,- 
000, the two teams made a good show- 
ing, considering. They were made up 
of Bristol soldiers of an outfit sta- 
tioned at Hyde Park barracks. They 
appeared on the field as the Reds and 
the Blues, and their uniforms were 
fairly representative of the real article. 
An American sailor took the job of 
umpiring, and two American negro sol- 
diers, after the game had gone an in- 
ning or two, were enlisted to do the 
work on the coaching lines. 

After five innings, the score stood 17 
to 13, which a British major said 
“made quite a decent showing.” The 
official scorer, a British corporal, lost 
count of the hits. 

Several thousand people stood or sat 
on all four sides of the diamond, and 
watched the game.

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~ CONTRACTS CANCELLED 
FOR MANY TROOP SHIPS 


Washington, October 30.— Cancella- 
tion on contracts for $60,000,000 worth 
of troop ships which were to have been 
bullt at a new government shipyard at 
Alameda, Cal., and the stooping of the 
work of building that plant were an- 
nounced today by Chairman Hurley, of 
the shipping board. Work on the yard 
began early last July. 

Decision not to build the troop ships 
was reached some three weeks ago, 
Mr. Hurley said, because it was realized 
that they could not be delivered before 
1920 and would be of little use in the 
military program. It also was agreed 
that operation of the new shipyard 
might temporarily, at least, reduce the 
output of the several large yards - 
ready operating in that district, and for 
that reason it was decided not to build 
the plant. 

The new yard at Alameda, the chair- 
man continued, was to be created whol- 
ly out of government funds, to be owned 
by the Hmergency Fleet corperation, 
and to be turned over for operation to 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding company, 
acting as the superintendent of the fleet 
corporation. 

Mr. Hurley also said that at the time 
the war department asked for the large 
troop ships, the shipping board author- 
ized enlargements of the New York 
Shipbuilding company’s plant at Cam- 
den, N. J., and the Bethlehem company’s 
Sparrow’s Point yard for the building 
of some of the ships. Extension of the 
latter plant has been completed, but 
that of the Camden yard has been or- 
dered curtailed in the line with the 
policy not to turn out ships of this 
type that can not be made use of be- 
fore 1920. 

Plans for bringing the troops home 


after the war contemplate the conver-' 


sion of large steel freighters into tem- 
porary transports so that the original 
number of troop ships will not be need- 
ed even for that purpose. 


PLANS ARE BLOCKED 
FOR CONGRESS RECESS 


Washington, October 30.—Plans for an 
adjournment of congress until after 
election appeared tonight to have been 
blocked by partisan conflict in the 
senate. 

Less than a quorum of the senate is 
in Washington tonight and republican 
leaders said they would exercise their 
power to she ig the proposed recess 
in order that the senate may discuss 
any developments in the peace nego- 
tiations. 

Democratic leaders were understood 
fo be prepared to forestall another out- 
break of partisan debate by making a 
— of no quorum. It was conceded 
by republican members that the demo- 
cratic plans could be caryied out, thus 
forcing an adjournment of the senate 
from day to day. 5 

Introduction of resolutions bearing on 
the proposals of the central powers is 
expected touiorrow, but in view of the 
power possessed by either party to 
force an adjournment, no discussion of 
the resolution is expected. 

Because of the situation tn the sen- 
ate, it was considered doubtful whether 
house leaders would attempt passage 
tomorrow of an election recess resolu- 
tion, causing a continuation of the ex- 
isting three-day recess schedule. 


DR. VON KUEHLMANN | 
FOR PEACE DELEGATE 


Copenhagen, October $0.—The Berlin 
Lokal Anzeiger, a copy of which has 
been received here, says Dr. Richard 
von Kuehlmann, former German secre- 
tary of foreign affairs, will be one of 
Germany's representatives at the peace 
conference. 


Dr. von Kuehlmann for many years 
has been an important figure in the po- 
litical life of Germany. Prior to his 
appointment as foreign secretary he 
held the rank of ambassador to The 
Netherlands and Turkey. He became 
foreign secretary in 1917. 

Dr. von Kuehimann resigned as for- 
eign secretary in July of this year. His 
fall from power was regarded as a vic- 
tory for the pan-Germans, who opposed 
vigorously Von KuehlImann’s “moaer- 
ate” views with regard to the war. 
It was asserted that a speech of the 
foreign secretary in which he declared 
that it was impossible for Germany to 
gain a military victory and suggested a 
peace negotiation was the climax which 
brought forth his resignation. 


Thomas Court Opens. 


Thomasville, Ga., October 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Thomas superior court opened 
here Monday morning for the purpose 
of having the grand jury examine into 
and pass upon jail cases. The court 
was presided over by Judge W. M. Har- 
rell, of the Albany circuit, as owing to 
illness in his family Judge W. E. Thom- 
as was unable to be present. The court 
stayed in session until the grand jury 
had investigated and found true bills 
in a number of cases. 

Owing to the removal of the ban in 
regard to influenza and the fact that 
the epidemic is reported as over here, 
the grand jury failed to don the “flu” 
masks, which had been prepared for 
them by members of the Red Cross and 
which they had expected to wear.

SUBMARNE OUFOUGT

An Atlantic Port, October 30.—A tor- 
pedo and shell fire attack by a Ger- 
man submarine on an American tanker, 
a British freighter and a Norwegian 
freighter October 21, 700 miles from the 
French coast, in which the American 
tanker stopped to engage and appa- 
rently outfought the U-boat, was de- 
scribed by the crew of the Norwegian 
ship, which arrived here today. 

The three vessels were traveling to- 
gether, the Norwegian crew said, when 
the submarine made its presence known 
by launching a torpdo at the Britisher. 
The. enemy then appeared on the sur- 
face and with two deck guns opened 


fire on all three ships. The vessels! 


scattered and the British being the fast- 
est, was soon hull down on the hori- 
zon.

Washington, October 30.—Henry Ford,

Amsterdam, October 30.—When the 
German retirement in Belgian Flanders 


began it was expected 250,000 refugees | 


would seek safety in Holland. Up to 
Saturday night, however, only a small 
fraction of this number had arrived. 
At that time about seven thousand had 
passed through the wire gates mark- 
ing the Dutch-Belgian frontier. On 
Friday alone 4,996 arrived. 
thirteen were French people from the 
districts of Valenciennes, Douai, Cam- 
brai and Quesnoy. 

There is no congestion, as in 1914, 
when the mass of refugees from Bel- 
gium threatened to overwhelm the hur- 
riedly-organized bands of willing help- 
ers. This time the stream began to 
trickle in slowly. At first several hun- 
dreds arrived each day, but the number 
now has increased to thousands. How- 
ever, there has been time to organize 
at all frontier centers of the Dutch 
provinces of Brabant and Limbourg, 
food depots in charge of committees 
co-operating with the Dutch Red Cross. 

So far there have been two main 
streams, some thirty miles apart. One 
point of entry is where the Dutch pro- 
vinces of Brabant and Limbourg meet, 
and the other is across the Meuse river 
into Maastricht. At these points the 
refugees are registered by the military 
authorities and must undergo a physi- 
cal examination. 

The spectacle of the weary, travel- 
stained war victims toiling through the 
mud and rain was affecting, and the 
sufferings of the old and infirm men, 
women and children on the 150-mile 
tramp were intense. Most of the 
French civilians had been on the road 
a month; others six weeks to two 
months. <All the French spoke of the 
kindness of the Belgian people, who 
shared their food with them. 

The fatigues of the journey were too 
much for some of the travelers. The 
weaker ones died’on the way and a few 
others succumbed soon after reaching 
Holland. Many of the refugees’ are 
suffering from grippe and bronchial af- 
fections. 

Many pathetic incidents occurred 
during the march. Among the refu- 
gees reaching the Dutch border was a 
young mother with the body of her 
six-months-old babe clasped to her 
breast. The babe had died four days 
previously, but the mother refused to 
bury the body in soil held by the ene- 
my. An old woman of Cambrai trav- 
eled for three weeks in a chair tied on 
a cart. Scarcely had she reached reu- 
tral soil when the cart overturned and 
the woman was killed. 

To distribute the fugitives in Hol- 
land the government last week ordered 
the bureszumasters of Deventer. Assen, 
Zutzpathen and Arnhem and other pro- 
Vineial towns Lurtiner nortn to arrange 
to accommodate refugees to the extent 
of two per cent of the populations of 
the towns. To these centers the fugi- 
tives now are being taken on fourteen 
special trains carrying 1,000 persons. 

The Dutch villagers on the frontier 
have rendered efficient first assistance 
to the refugees, although food is not 
plentiful as in 1914. At Maastricht 
great crowds welcomed the refugees 
by singing the “Marseillaise,” and the 
“Brabanconne,” and loaded them with 
food and dainties. 

The French minister at The Hague 
has been investigating the possibility 
of repatriating the refugees to France 
through the liberated section of Bel- 
gium, but the plan is not yet feasible, 
as bridges have been blown up and 
the railways and tramways are in no 
condition for use. Meanwhile a scheme 
> sl aaa by sea is being consid- 
ered. 


GERMANS ARE STEALING 
EVERYTHING IN RUSSIA 


London, Cctober 30.—(British Wire- 
less Servic .) —Conditions in Russian 
territory occupied by the Germans are 
described in an official Russian wireless 
message, which says: 

“From all regions now in German 
occupation it is reported that the Ger- 
man military authorities are carrying 
off everything that it is possible to 
take to Germany. They are devastat- 
ing the country. 

“In white Russia there are no horses 
and no cattle because the Germans have 
taken them all. In the regions whtre 
evacuation is pendine the fields re- 
main unsown because the’ Germans have 
left:no seed. Children are dying of 
starvation. Milk cannot be obtained. 

“Household furniture, telegraphic and 
telephonic instruments and appliances 
from many towns have been sent to 
Germany. The railway lines have been 
stripped, only wrecked and useless cars 
being left behind.” 


FRENCH CROSS GIVEN 
SON OF DR. GARFIELD 


Washington, October 30.—Lieutenant 
Stanton Garfield, of the French Field 
artillery, youngest son of Fuel Admin- 
istrator Garfield, has been decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre for valor at 
the front in France, Dr. Garfield was 
notified today. 

For some time prior to the entry of 
America in the war, young Garfield had 
heen driving an ambulance at the front. 
Later he and a number of his assist- 


ants were given an opportunity to take!

tillery school, receiving commissions in 
the French army on their graduation.
